pounds.  — '      This  increase  is  due  principally  to  a  larger  production  in  19^

19^  production 
of  all  domestic   types  combined  entered   stocks   through  sales  during  the  quar- 
ter January!  to  April  1,   19^5»      Total   stocks  for  this  period,    however, 
showed  a  n&t  increase  of  only  9^,529,000  pounds.

CIGABETIE  STOCKS 

Burley  Substantially  Up  From  April  1,  igU^- 
riue-cured  Up  Slightly,  Maryland  Down 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tolsacco  on  April  1,  19^5  exceeded  those  of  a  year 
ago  "by  12,111,000  poxinds,  which  marked  the  first  increase  over  the  previous 
year  on  April  1,  since  19^1.  Dealers  and  manufacturers  reported  flue- 
cured  stocks  totaling  1,207,693,000  as  compared  with  1,195,582,000  pounds 
on  April  1,  l^kk.      Of  all  flue-cured  stocks  on  hand,  ^28,109,000  pounds 
consisted  of  Type  11;  ^39,071,000  poxmds  of  Type  12;  2^1,193,000  pounds 
o'f  Type  13;  and  99,315,000  pounds  of -Type  lU,  Tor  the  January  -  March 
19^5  quarter  flue-cured  stocks  decreased  255*305,000  pounds.  During  this 
period  indications  were  that  a  much  greater  amount  of  stocks  held  for 
export  were  shipped  compared  v;ith  the  same  quarter  a  year  ago.  Marketings 
in  the  first  quarter  this  year,  however,  amounted  to  around  I7  million 
pounds  while  additions  to  stocks  through  sales  after  January  1  last  year 
were  negligilDle, 

Burley  stocks  increased  93»0^9»000  pounds  or  12«^  percent  over  a  year  ago« 
Holdings  of  this  type  hy  dealers  and  manufacturers  on  April  1,  19^5 
totaled  8^3,865,000  pounds  which  is  the- highest  April  1  figure  in  four 
years.  Approximately  ^-30  million  pounds  of  Burley  tohacco  were  added  to 
stocks  through  sales  during  the  first •  quarter  compared  with  23^  million 
during  the  same  period  last  year,   January  1,  19^5  stocks  were  590»387»000 
pounds, 

Maryland  stocks  were  at  the  lowest  level  for  April  1  since  1932»  Holdings 
amounted  to  26,788,000  pounds  which  is  a  decrease  of  6,182,000  pounds  from 
a  year  ago.   The  addition  to  stocks  of  the  new  crop  of  Type  32  occurs 
primarily  during  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year, 

Torcign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other)  reported 
in  stocks  on  April  1,  19^5  totaled  ^9,312,000  pounds,  compared  with 
58,650,000  pounds  a  year  ago,  a  decrease  of  slightly  over  9  million

Dark  Air— cured  Higher 

Tire-cured  stocks  wore  180,230,000  on  April  1,  19^5.  compared  with 
189,l6U,000  poTinds  reported  on  April  1,  19^^-  -  a  decrease  of  ^,7  percent. 
In  contrast,  dark  air-cured  stocks  increased  8,303,000  pounds  with  '.''.c 
holdings  amounting  to  73,808,000  pounds  compared  with  65,505,000  pounds 
a  yea-r  ago.   The  estimated  production  in  19^^  of  all  fire-cured  types 
combined  was  6^,1  million  pounds,  approximately  the  same  as  during  the 
previous  year,  whereas  the  dark  air-cured  production  increased  1^,5 
million  pounds  with  the  final  estimate  placed  at  ^U,51^-, 000  pounds. 
Stocks  of  dark  types  increased  over  the  January  1,  19^5  figure  as  the 
bulk  of  sales  occur  in  this  period.  Firo-cured  sales  during  the  January- 
March  period  amounted  to  5^,M-  million  pounds  and  dark  air-cured  31,3 
million  pounds.   Marketing  of  the  dark  types  was  completed  during  the 
first  quarter  this  year  although  normally  sales  of  fire-ciirod  extend  into 
the  second  quarter.

Cigar  filler  stocks  as  a  whole  were  higher  than  a  year  ago  "because  of  a  very 
large  increase  in  holdings  of  Puerto  Sican  tobacco.     I-fach  of   this  increase 
shows  in  stocks  on  the  Island,,     Stocks  of  all  other  filler  types  were  holow 
April  1,   19^^  levels.     Holdings  of  cigar  hinder  types  dropped  around  6 
percent  from  April  1,   19^^.      The  largest  losses  were  displayed  "by  Type  52, 
Connecticut  Havana  Seed,    and  Type  5^t    Southern  V/isconsin,      Stocks  of    '-.     - 
Connecticut  Broadleaf ,   and  ITew  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed,   however, 
were  higher  than  a  year  previous.     Total  wrapper   stocks  were  greater  because 
of  an  increase  of  1,510,000  pounds  in  Typo  6I,    Connecticut   shade-grown.      The 
supply  of  Type  62,    Georgia  and  Florida  shade-grown  was  less  than  on  April  1 
of  the  foregoing  year, 

A  break-down  of  the   cigar  filler   stocks  by  types  shows  Pennsylvania  Seedloaf 
on  April  1,   I9U5  as  107,889,000  pounds;   Gebhardt  16,9^8,000  pounds;    Zimmer, 
10,537,000  pounds;   Dutch  5,226,000  pounds  and  Puerto  Eican  U4, 956,000  pounds" 
of  V7hich  2^,779,000  pounds  v.-ere  in  Continental  United  States  and  20,177,000 
pounds  on  the  Island, 

Of  the  separate  binder  types,    Connecticut  Broadleaf  stocks  v;ere  reported  as 
26,609,000  pounds;    Connecticut   Havana  Seed  23,202,000  pounds;   New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  3> 130, 000  pounds;    Southern  Wisconsin  32,797.000 
pounds;   northern  Wisconsin  36,3^^,000  pounds  and  Georgia  and  Florida 
STUi-grown  3^.000  pounds. 

The  bulk  of  the  cigar  filler  a.nd  binder  types  of  tobacco   is  normally 
delivered  to  warehouses  during  the  first  quarter;    therefore  most  of  these 
types  shov;ed  increases  over  the  Janxiary  1,    19^5  figures.     For  the  19^^  crop, 
however,    a  larger  than  usual  proportion  of  some  of  the  binder  types  ivas 
delivered  prior  to  January  1,     Puerto  Rican  stocks  were  much  higher  than  on 
January  1  as  the  result  of  large  deliveries  of  the  new  crop  in  the  first 
quarter  which,    according  to  preliminary  est imatep, will  approximate  36,000,000 
pounds. . 

Stocks  of  cigar  wrapper  tobacco  were  made  up  of  10,53^»000  pounds  of 
Connecticut   shade-grown,    and  5» 066,000  pounds  of  Georgia  and  Florida  shade- 
grown.     As  cigar-wrapper  tobacco  does  not  enter  stocks  during  the  first 
quarter,   both  of  these  types  showed  decreases  from  reported  holdings  on
